Among the mast dramati® incidents of 
Nicaragua's post was the William Walker 
episole, which ina mtieastire paralleled the 
Maximilian tragedy in Mesic., During 
ive vears of his tempestiois caterer this 
young Adnerican adventurer became im 
turn “Wiberater,” virtual dictator, jrresi- 
dent, ard a oreftwee from Nitaragtia, 
Twiee arrested and deported by United 
states forces, he was firadly mi: ale a [ris- 
ner by an otheer at the British Vek VW site 
was surrendered to Honduran anthorities, 
who toed and condenmed hing to be shot. 
He was exeeuted September 12, 1860. 

Twice has Nicaragua felt the punitive 
farce of European powers—in 18rs, when 
Germany blockaded the repithitie's pirin- 
cipal ports to foree the paivment of an in- 
denioty of Syo,o00 for an berod insult 
to a German corel, and in Tos. when 
Great Briain collected $15,000 clamages 
for the arrest atl expulsion of one of its 
consiliar offeers at Bluefields, who had 
Iwen charged ly Nittrmagua with corn 
spitacy against the wovermment.
